OM 1 upon a time, dear children! in ihe bays 
when a widow was spoken of as .1 relict and 
the "'who was that lady I seen you with" joke 
was invented, many tears and soft feminine 
sighs were .shed over the sad lot <>f those un- 
happy playthings of Pate, the poor little rich girls. 

1 here they were, the pathetic darlings, cursed with 
money, forbidden by convention to do anything hut suffer 
the boredom of a round of social gaiety, liven their hearts 
were not their own to dispose of. and how we oldsters used 
to suffer with them over their stories of their frustrated 
and empty lives! 

Occasionally one of tin- more emancipated and dar- 
ing of these forlorn maidens had gumption enough to kick 
over the traces. The result was a nationwide sensation, and 
"Heiress EOtbvks on Theatrical Career," or "Society Girl 
Seeks Fimployment" were newspaper headlines that set 
older heads to wagging ominously and put new ideas into 
Lhe beans of a new generation, that even then was begin- 
ning to get a bit rrstless under the old taboos placed on 
females, liven as late as twenty-five years ago, a girl "took 
employment" only if circumstances absolutely compelled 
her to, and for a young lady of good family deliberately 
.ind witli purpose aforethought "J appear on the stage and 
sing that indelicate " Turkey Trot" or the disgusting new 
"ragtime" was a sin and a shame and a seven days' scandal. 

All of which, being only history, means nothing except 
that times have changed: but it's rather an emphatic way 
of (jointing a finger at Miss Jean Sargent ;ts an outstand- 
ing example of the ' new" woman. 

l : or Jean, as you d.-ar children of the radio audience 
may not know, is a poor little rich girl of the modern ver- 
sion — a vigorous, healthy minded girl of today, "cursed" 
with wc.ilth and social position, and blessed with beauty, 
charm and spirit, who went into a professional career quite 
as a matter of course when she was only eighteen years 
old Hut anybody ih.a wasted time pitying Jean would 
be just plain gaga. 

Just twenty-two yean ago come apple cider time. Jean 
exercised her voice for the first time in a New York City 
maternity hospital. Sh.< v\ .is n Thanksgiving Oay baby, which 
perhaps explains her '■unity smile and her ability always 
to he gay and happy. She was christened and grew up tinder 
her real name, which is Jean Sargent Scull, but one day 
she read on tlie sports page about a race for single sculls, 
and there was something vaguely unpleasant in the thought 
of going through life as a single Scull, so she decided 10

On the question 
as to whether or not it was here 
that little Jean developed her 
passion for poker and crap 
shooting which today makes 
ihese divtttiutmtnll her fav- 
orite form of exercise, history 
remains mute But it is record- 
ed in the school annals that she 
learned to loathe merry-go- 
rounds through o\ crindulgenC* 
111 them on a school picnic. 
« hich makes it an odd coinc'i- 
• fence that her radio success 
was achieved in the Manhattan 
Merry-Go-Round programs on 
which she now sings over a 
National Broadcasting Company network. 

But at time time, success and even radio itself were 
' undreamed of, and Jean was studying I rench and other 
subjects that the "polite" young girl of Ihe day must have, 
and making love to her battered teddy bear which she had 
named Henry because she always has disliked that name— 
which proves that .-.he has been consistently and typicatlv 
feminine even from childhood. 

"I "|AV1NG assimilated all the knowledge in the cui- 
r"f I rieuhim of the I : ricnds School, and some that 
*■ * wasn't, Jean graduated to a private finishing school 
in a Philadelphia suburb. And it was there that she made 
her first "public appearance," and in a way that was typical- 
ly Jeanesque. Dp to that time, the general public was 
unacquainted with that strange phenomenon, the masked 
artist; no silver-nosed tenors or gold-panned violin maesto- 
>os had added mystery (and please, Mr. Compositor, don't 
leave out a letter in that word) to music. But Jean, bless 
her original mind, set the style by appearing at her first 
performance in a mask that concealed everything but her 
eyes, nose, throat and lungs. 

"1 was twelve years old at the time,'' said Jean with 
.1 laugh, recounting the incident, "and 1 was sure the mask 
would make a great impression. It did. When I appeared, 
they laughed, but when I started to sing (1 was going to 
be an operatic prima donna then) they were paralysed with 
amazement — or somep'n. The experience was sort of pain- 
ful, but it was a blessing in disguise, for it taught me 
one of the most impoitant lessons in the world. Since then 
I've always been just Jean Sargent, and nor a makc-beliexe 
virtuoso." 

From which the reader will gather that our heroine 
is (I) a regular fellah, and (2) that she has a sense of 
humor, both of which probably go a long way to account 
for, her great popularity on the air and in the studio. 

Toll" . j this episode, little was heard of Jean for six 
team and then came the break that illustrates the passing 
of the poor little rich girl eta in American history, be- 
cause of her family's social connections, little Jean was 
being groomed for a career as a typical society deb, and 
in the days when girls were supposed to be young ladies 
anil nothing else, she would have had to hide her talents 
under a continuous round of social twiddle-twaddle. But 
little Miss Sargent is a very modern product, and four 
years ago the world had decided that woman's place was 
wherever she could get to.

She got a job as a 
columnist on .1 Philadelphia newspaper, where she wrote 
radio, scandal, society, prize fight and sob stories, her type- 
writer being sort of a newspaper gigolo. As she Wis <miIv 
eighteen, she got a thrill out of that sort of thing. She just 
couldn't believe that radio stars and prize fighters were 
made of mortal Jay. and she thought it would be wonder- 
!'il 11 some day she got to know someone as great as a 
New York radio columnist. Ah, me! Such are the dreams 
of youth! 

\ II . 1 range lady, who is likely lo beckon at 
Tl the most unexpected moments, which accounts for 
** horse racing. It also accounts for Ihe fact that 
lean Sargeut. two years ago a starry-eyed newspaper jack- 
of-all-work. is now a glittering NBC star and a featured 
player in Broadway musical shows. 

One da> the Plays and Players Club of Philadelphia. 
.1 group of amateur thespians, asked Jean to take part in 
one of their annual performances, she stopped chasing 
pugilists and Vaudeville headliners for interviews long 
enough to attend a few rehearsals, and then came the 
Big Night— though she didn't know at the lime that it 
was any bigger than usual. She acted, but nobody seemed 
excited —and then she sang! That deep, rich voice, in- 
herited from a contralto mother and a baritone father, 
gave her smart sihiety audience a real thrill, arid the way 
she "put it over" sent the home folks into au orgy of 
applause and praise. 

Pua-ly by chance. I homas Kilpatrick. New York pro- 
ducer, happened to be in that audience, and his trained 
ear and eye assured him that here was a "find." He «rnt 
lean lo Sam Harris, whose "Pace the Music ' was then 
in rehearsal, and a week later, Jean was the featured 
torch singer of that successful musical. Later she had 
feature billing in another hit show, "Plying Colors." 

"Just plain luck." says the singer, knocking wood. I'm 
ihe greatest believer in luck in the world. My newspaper 
lob, getting a part in a big Broadway show, stepping into 
a featured radio program — all luck. I've been naturally 
lucky all my life," she added, again knocking wood. 

In fact, she nearly wore out a grand piano in the NBC 
studio by knocking on it during the hour 1 talked with 
her after a Manhattan Merry-Go-Round rehearsal. I"x- 
cept for one white evening gown, she wears nothing but 
black clothing at any time, but a fortune teller once told 
her (hat red was a lucky color for her, so she always car- 
ries a bright red handkerchief. Parenthetically, this mas- 
culine cynic has a sneaking idea that black with a touch 
of red isn't a bad color combination, either, for a bru- 
nette, and mas, be she knows it. 

Another peculiarity of Jean's, is that she can't 'get 
into" a s:ong unless she's in a "crazy mood." as she calls 
it, of gaiety, hut away from the mike she's quiet and rather 
serious, as proved by the fact that she writes plays (one is 
now on its way to production), and is working on a book 
On psychblogy< a study in which she specialized at school. 

Jean isn't married — yet; but you never ran tell. Since 
she's been on the Manhattan Merry-Go-Round program, a 
Canadian veteran of the world war has been writing to her 
every week, and romance has grown out of lesser begin- 
nings than that. La petite Sargent's favorite dish is — of 
all things! creamed spinach, which would be a help to a 
matrimonial venture in these days, but I wonder if the 
Canadian soldier knows that her greatest extravagance is 
shoes. As yet. she hasn't seen her faithful correspondent, 
but he's in the running, because Jean says she likes any 
man if he's "nice." regardless of looks, age or condition of 
bank account. 

But, all jokeing to I side, as Mr. Lardncr might say, 
little Miss Sargent is as attractive and pretty a girl as 
you'd want to meet. She has a warm, vivid personality, a 
lovely smile, regular features, and "class." She is active 
and fond of sports, and her restless energy demands that 
bhe be doing something every waking moment. And some- 
how she manages to get all this personality and charm into 
her singing, which probably is the reason for her quick 
and great success on the stage and the NBC air waves.

President W ilson .is MK the nWSplpCrt of 
all Ihe belligerent nations for piopaga.ida purposes. Rut 
there was no radio except crude wireless telegraphy in its 
lomutivc Male. Broadcasting vv.:v undreamed ofbylhc 
m.i-*es and consequently the American war time administra- 
tion planned its drives tor lends, food conservation, ihe 
Krtl Cross and other concomitants of battle. months in 
advance in order to make them effective in our nation's 
more isolated regions. 

Not until President Franklin D Roosevelt, in the re- 
cent banking crisis, calmed a turbulent and panic stricken 
l-itiple. was radio's full value in the moulding of public 
opinion adequately demonstrated What he did was done 
in a lew moments. And had Ihcie kseen no such thing as 
radio broadcasting, the fires ol panic might possibly have 
grown to such proportions as to consume and destroy the 
entire American financial structure 

President Maiding was the first chief exe»utivc to em- 
(•l.iy radio facilities, the first actual broadcasting of record 
being returns of his election on llic night ot November A, 
MM hot in the Harding days, radio was more or less a 
fad. something in the nature of a curious plaything. 

i alvin fjoohdge used the radio waves to advantage in 
the exploitation of his economy program. I lis addresses 
over llir radio gave radio added posiigt because llierr h.nl 
l-*en a vast increase in the number ol receiving sets and 
>i was with a new feeling of appreciation ili.it the American 
family sat at home and heard tlieir President's voice flow- 
ing forth from a loud speaker. 

lb ili rl Hoover delivered one hundred radio addresses 
while he was president. Undoubtedly his persistency in 
contacting the people in this manner served to minimize 
national alarm over economic conditions. 

But the brilliant and dramatic manner in which Presi- 
dent Roosevelt stepped into oilier, from his inaugural ad- 
dress which assured his constituents that he would take 
immediate action to eliminate their woes, up to and in- 
cluding his address concerning the bank crisis, when he 
informed tin- people of the exact and specific action being 
taken, maiked a new era in the colorful history of radio. 
Radio was for the first time accepted as a national neces- 
sity. 



Doctor Payne 
hailed the Presi- 
dent I direct com- 
munication with 
the people by 
radio as the be- 
ginning of a nrw 

psychological era. Mis lelegiam was .is follows; 

' Radio probably was the most powerful 
psychological force during the recent crisis. It 
marks a new psychological er.i when ihe Presi- 
dent can make a direct appeal to the |»;oplc. 
Radio has brought a new influence into Con- 
gress. It will destroy the power 0/ selfish in- 
terests and organized lobbies and will do more 
•to make Congress the servant of the people 
than any organized force. If used freely by 
executives, as President Roojevcll has done, 
radio will make impossible selfish, shameful 
sessions of Congress such as Ihe last one. It 
will make obstructive tactics by paranoiac 
senators likewise impossible. Kadio is clean, has 
never been associated with graft or politics and 
is today an outstanding institution, truly the 
unselfish servant of the people." 

Dr. John B. Watson, staunch defender of 
the "behaviorist" school of psychology, called 
radio a mental therapeutic for a sick minded 
public in a telegram to Columbia. 

"President Roosevelt's talk." he wired, 
"was as quieting and soothing to turbulent 
American emotions as a mother's voice to an 
angry child, or as a psychological talk is to 
an overwrought patient Radio is to be con- 
gratulated upon the instantaneous application of this mental 
therapeutic to one hundred and twenty-live million sick 
minds." 

Doctor Wittels. a disciple of Sigmuml Trend, now lec- 
turing at the New School for Social Research in New York, 
sees a child-parent relationship in Ihe President's idea of 
taking the citizenry into his confidence. The bank- 
ing ci isis accentuated the personal contact of radio 
to an extent never before noted. Doctor Wittels" message 
lollows: 



President Roosevelt Showed 
For the First Time the Real 
Power of Radio in Bank Crisis

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'III' call for a dictator can now be heard in almost 
all civdi/ed countries, many of them lormer democ- 
lacies Psychoanalysis looks upon (Ins movement as 
a repression to the child-father relationship We can no 
longei look upon ourselves wilh pride in our adult stature; 
so we long for the irresponsible obeisance of a child who 
has a father who knows best, who is stronger, more power- 
ful and who, above all, loves us. Roosevelt realizes ihis sit- 
uation and particularly the American form of it. His smile 
calms Ihe simple wording of his radio message on the 
night of March 12, clear, comprehensible to all. the pleas- 
ant virile baritone of his voice, the kindly firm message 
drew his audience to him. In this, the radio plays a par- 
ticularly important part. The personal contact of the radio 
was never more apparent than it has been during the 
present Kinking crisis. Hoover was a President. Roosevelt 
is a father. To the Presidenl's message we sometimes lis- 
tened' with doubt, but the father we trust unconditionally. 
I Ins is obvious by the almost miraculous effect of his 
words upon this great nation." 

Doctor Brill adjudged the President's lalk lo be a di- 
rect antithesis of usual political lactkl 

"President Roosevelt's talk." he said, "stands in direct 
opposition lo the accepted tenets of political diplomacy. 
His straightforward summary of the present financial crisis 
was brief, simple and clear, lie minced no words and called 
a spade a spade. Il is such candid and heartfelt expression 
which appeals lo the average citizen's sense of security and 
inspires confidence in great leaders." 

Having established this method of going straight to 
the public wilh his explanations of vilal issues Mr. Roose- 
velt can take advantage of it any time he chooses. j| a 
moment's notice Both major broadcasting systems have 
their faiiHticj installed in the oval room ol the White 
I louse. And since the President docs much of his work in a 
room adjoining this chamber, he can be in communication 
with die entire nation within fifteen minutes from the 
time he notifies the broadcasting companies of his desire 
to do so.

Piesident Coolidge was intensely interested in broad- 
casting. In the early days of radio, hr made a speech before 
a convention of ihe Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion While he was speaking line (rouble developed. Only 
half ol the speeJi was actually broadcast. The President 
be*rd about it. On the following day, officials of WRC 
*ln«.h is the Washington key station of the National Broad- 
... ting Company, were summoned to the White Mouse by 
an indignant secretariat. '1 he explanation demanded was, 
of course, given. But NBC officials were warned against a 
recurrence of ihe mishap. In consequence, dual lines, con- 
trols and microphonic equipment were immediately in— 
stalled Todav. I hey have two ..Miiional microphones at 
hand for use in an emergency. 
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INDICATIONS at the outset of the present adminis- 
tration arc sufficient to convince the nation that 
'resident Roosevelt and his cabinet intend to take 
fullest advantage of radio. Whether the Federal Radio 
Commission will be abolished and supplanted by the pro- 
posed Communications Commission which is the intent 
ol a hill introduced several years 3go by Senator Cou/ens 
of Michigan, will have to remain conjecture until definite 
action is taken. Whether the debates of the I louse of Rep- 
resentatives and Senate will be broadcast, whether some 
..) the radio waves no! allotted to commercial interests will 
be confiscated by the Government which, in turn, could 
build a super-power broadcasting station at Washington, 
are all old suggestions which find favor in various quarters. 
At present the only radio waves used exclusively by the 
Oovernment are the frequencies assigned to the Aimy and 
Navy for purposes of wireless communication. 

As for President Roosevelt, the facilities of Kith NBC 
and Columbia are at his disposal at all times, and it is 
a rule of both chains that even though a While House 
broadcast runs o vertim e, it must not be curtailed. In the 
the case of senators, cabinet officials and other high 
ranking persons upon I 'nele Sam's payroll, it is a different 
story. NBC alone gave the Government more lhan 6U0 
hours of broadcasting time in 1**32. pulling before the mi- 
crophone 423 govcrnient officials. Columbia's statistics show 
an almost parallel case. 

In many cases there have been complications and cm- 
barassing situations due to the unreasonable demands of 
representatives and senators who sought to go on the air 
on short notice. Perhaps an important commercial program 
had been scheduled, with an expensive cast which hail spent 
hours upon hours preparing for the broadcast. 

On account of the delicate nature of the Washington 
problem for bolh chains, the personnel which mans iheir 
respective offices in the national capii.il has been selected 
with shrewd analysis and foresight. 

The National Broadcasting Company maintains its of- 
fices in station WRC I heir Washington activities are 
managed by Vice-President Prank M. Russell, a lormer 
assistant secretary of agriculture and veteran newspaper 
man. whom many persons high in radio accredit as being 
one of the broadcasting industry's master minds. He is 
assisted by Vincent Callahan, formerly one of the editors 
of a W ashington newspaper and a friend of every presiiknt 
since I larding. 

Columbia now has its Washington activities in the 
hand of Vice President Henry A IVellowes. formerly a mem- 
ber of the Federal Radio Commission. \ ice-President Hrl- 
lowes is assisted by Harry Butcher, also a newspaper man, 
with wide acquaintance among government officials.

"Miss name iss Noouey." "I his resulted in so main mis- 
understandings, iliat it was easier lo let them believe that 
hit name was "Snooney" instead of "Nooney." 

It is very strange (hat my childhood ambition was to 
be a writer and that I had to use such a circuitous method 
to achieve it. 

I was born in Paris, twenty-one years ago, St. Palrick's 
da) My mother, a beautiful toman today, was chosen 
.in the most beaulilul girl in Paris, when she was eighteen. 
I did not live in Paris long, for after a short stay in a 
Convent there. I moved with my parents to America. 

I showed childish tendencies toward the stage but my 
father had violent objections to my following a profession- 
al career. Consequently, he forbade mc music and danc- 
ing lessons, 

I made my professional debul under particularly for-

If all 
goes well and we don't have to do the records over too 
rnatny nines on account of the oboe player gelling the first 
violins arrangements mixed up v, it h his, or one of the 
acton 'not me I hope) saying CHIP foi Cheap, I will be 
finished within an hour and a half of ihc nine I am sup- 
posed to be. 

II we are only an hour instead of an hour and a half 
late. I have time for a sandwich before I have to toughen 
up for Ihc Crime Hour rehearsal. I have to be very hard 
boiled because I talk back to my chief, one of the hardest 
mugs in the world. I talk back to him and he takes me for 
a walk I not a tide but the result is the same). My body is 
found later and Barry Kudd and Mack are on the trail. 
So-o-o-o-o I have lime to say hello to a coupla friends in

Ik-re I must be an educated 
Irishman with just that much brogue 
and a great love in me heart for 
Nancy, who is already betrothed At 
seven I go home and listen to the 
i,.dio to see if I am on any pro- 
grams that night.

(Clcon 
llirockarorton did these, and visitors often 
try tit figure out some meaning behind the 
modernistic designs) their eyes lell upon the 
fit m window of the control room and one of 
the quests inquired, "What goes on in there?" 

I he page replied. ''Oh. thai > where the control man 
siu You don't hear him on the air but he can make or 
I" ■ lit a star." 

I here followed a Ions-drawn "ah," and a flurry of 
questions that it would take a century to answer. The 
pige boy was probablv exaggerating, but I feel that the 
slmiio-control engineers have a good deal to do with 
delivering radio programs to you. "I he control man is not 
an out-and-out magician. He cannot make a flat no'.e 
true but he can give you a lyric so that it is easily dis- 
tinguished, and if he were not on the job. you might get 
a raucous, fu«/y. incomprehensible groan or shriek. In 

si what the man behind the camera i> to the motion 

picture star, so is the man at the control board to the 
radio celebrity. 

I Ml will give you an idea of how we work. The las* 
iv .tone with delicate dials, sensitive equipment, tubes, lines 
and microphones, but we have to bring more than technical 
knowledge to our efforts Artistic appreciation is highly 
necessary— U is an understanding of human nature. 

What goes into the making of a good control-engineer? 
Tirst ol all. of course, a thorough knowledge of sound 
broadcasting equipment. 1 lie majority of our men at 
Columbia are one-time ship's radio operators. At sea, 
one lifetimes well acquainted with vacuum lubes, amplifiers, 
transmitters and associated apparatus. 

I suppose few people, watching a studio engineer im- 
perturbably turning dials. rcah« that lar from being a 
mere technical man, he has a knowledge of music, and can 
diacUM arias, light Optra, or the works of advanced com- 
posers with ease and intelligence. In my own case, I once 
earned my living as a professional musician. After some 
five ve;irs at sea, I became a member of the 5. George 
li union's dance orchestra, playing the banjo. Subse- 
quently however. 1 turned to my original love, wireless 
maneuvering. But that brief experience as a musician lias 
proved invaluable to me in my radio work. 

A third, and equally important requisite for a control 
man is his ability to hear well —sharply and clearly. We 
have conducted tests for all our engineers to determine 
their heating ability. An unusually fine pair of ears belong

to Nelson M Smith, assistant studio supervisor at Colum- 
bia. "Smilty" spent twelve years at sea and has been 
vie. orated for hi* work in rescues When he was stationed 
on board tlie S. S. Roosevelt in 1926 he picked up the 
S. O. S sent out by the Antinoe. I or thirty-six hours he 
kept in communication with the disabled craft amidst a 
storm of code messages from all directions, guided his 
own ship to the danger i>otnt by way of radio compass and 
sent encouraging messages to the Anlinoe that relief was 
on the way. In 192° he lepealed his feat and brought the 
S. S. Amerua to the rescue of the ill-fated Ptorii*. On 
both occasion*, every passenger and member of the crew 
was taken oft die sinking ships in >a(cty. 



Ml three principal functions the control engineer 
are concerned with: (1) setting up the technical 
equipment in the studio so that the best efforts 
of the artist are picked up. I he position ol microphones 
in relation to the orchestra is vastly important. So is 
adjusting a microphone to the height of the speakers or 
singers, and telling them to "keep their distance"; 
(X) ''gaining" or regulating the volume of the program; 
(3) "mixing" or producing a blended effect, for instance, 
blending a piano solo with the rest of the orchestra, and 
mixing the sounds that come into the control room from 
the separate microphones. 

In our files, we have charts showing exactly where 
each microphone should be stationed in each studio. Once 
we know that, the next problem is to see that the artist 
is placed correctly at the microphone. The performer has 
to be physically comfortable, because if he has to work in 
a strained position, it is reflected in the voice. 

Jane from, in. for instance, always sings with her left 
hand cupped over her car. and her right hand on her hip. 
She's unhappy unless the 
microphone is in an adapt- 
able position so that she can 
tip her head over and ap- 
proach it in her own way. 
Next, the microphone nnisi 
be in such a position that 



k is in view of the orchestra leader or 
program director. I or example, a singer 
like Morton Downey is inaudible at three

I he microphone must also be in rjeW 
of the man at the control hoard, for tie 
must depend on his eye as well as his ear 
lo deliver the artist's best tones to the net- 
work, for instance, it may always be ob- 
served whenever Crosby is about to switcd 
from a lyric into a whislle. Often it takes 
many hours of experimentation lo hud the 
proper individual microphone sellings. We 
worked with Bing Crosby for a week before 
we found the most satisfactory adjustment. The reason is 
this He brought a vocal technique that was brand new. 
It is characterized by sudden changes of sound I requencies, 
sudden shin's I rum pianissimo to crescendo and vice-versa. 

1 he distance at which a performer faces the micro- 
phone is all-important. Most radio novices have a feeling 
that they should work "in" the mike. True, a great many 
artists do get the best results when they are close to the 
cylinder, but others should be kept at a fair distance. 
Kale Smith, for example, must not he allowed to get too 
close. I he portly "Songbird of the South" sings with loads 
o( enthusiasm, approximating a technique that would cks 
well on the stage However, were she lo give that volume 
at but three inches away, the result would be incoherent 
blasting. Ruth l:tting realties fully the advantage of 
being placed securely lor each note she sings. She lakes 
a firm stance hclore the microphone which is set at the 
same height down to the last fraction of an inch, for every 
broadcast. To make sure that there won't be any slip. 
Ruth has a sawed-off yardstick with which live mike stjod 
is measured before even broadcast.

I. ist. but by no means the least important con- 
sideration in placing the microphone is in estab- 
lishing the correct angle lor the microphone lace. 
Some performers do best when singing full-face, others 
when working across the electric ear and still others should 
sing or speak upward to it. If a control-man is careless 
about adjusting the face-angle, it is quite possible that 
what is ordinarly good, clear diction can be ruined. I refjf 
artist presents a di'lerent problem and often an artist ma/ 
change his own style over night. I or example, if he comes 
into the studio with a cold, it is up to the control man 
to adjust the microphone so 
that his atlhction manilests it- 
self the least. 

When the -.how is on the 
air, the control -engineer is 
sealed before his control equip- 
ment, consisting of various 
electrical devices including re- 
ay buttons, fader dials, melers. 
jacks and so forth. 1 he con- 
trol cabinet on which this ap- 
paratus is mounted is so de-

T he radio world didn't 
seem to realize this, but Rudy says he had been thinking ol it 
for a long time, suggesting that some day he hoped lo do just 
what he is doing now as long ago as when he Wrote his booh, 
"Vagabond Dreams Come True.'* 

^-jiaIIAI 5 happened is that another load of fame has Ken 
/ J J added to the already famed Vallee shoulders. Ear up 
CA»/ and down Broadway and in the side street speakeasies, 
the name of Rudy Vallee has come lo be looked upon as 
Broadway's ambassador to the radio, the world of the ihealei's 
spokesman between the raiho listeners of Oshkosh and the 
entertainment] which do not always come their way. lie is the 
new producer in his own individual niche. Slars of the stage 
feel they are being introduced to radio audiences by a mutual 
friend when Rudy turns to the mike and announces their names, 
from a stage Mat's point of view, there is nothing like doing a 
ihing under Ihe proper auspices, and going on the air via Ihe 
Rudy Vallee Varieties is radio's equivalent to stage glorification 
which was overseen hy the laic Ploren/. Ziegfeld. 

I hcatrical lore is, of course, the lore of the gl.uiiini.ns, the 
lore of the romantic. And the theater has fallen into lean 
days. No longer do radiant stars from what seem like other 
planets descend upon the tranquility of every village and hamlet 
and bring excitement and joy to Ihe inhabitants. But the 
names of stage stars have a way of sweeping across the country 
in spite of the theater's current apathy. And thanks to Rudy 
Vallee, Ihe voice and a bit of the personality of these ladies 
and gentlemen of Ihe theater are being brought to the country- 
sides, providing the lives of the hinterlandeis with a touch of 
the lore which is inherently so treasured in all civilisations. 

Just glance at the pictures which adorn ilns page I ew if 
any of them are any longer lo be seen and heard on what 
Broadway Used to call the road. But thanks to Rudy Vallee 
and what his henchmen prefer to call his radio generosity (but 
what in reality is the wisesl of wise showmanship) Ihey have 
each and everyone of ihcm been brought into the nation s living 
rooms via the Rudy Vallee radio Varieties. It's a pretty picture. 
And the moments when they turned up in the midst of the 
Connecticut Yankees and rehearsed and performed are moments 
which have intensified Ihe complex and growing tradition which 
is connoted hy I he mention of the v ery name of Rudy Vallee. 

To some of these stars the occasions of their broadcasts 
were exciting because, of the si/c of the audience which they 
knew they were reaching. To others the broadcasts were over- 
whelming because of the stilly mystery so ever-present in a 
microphone. To others Ihere was an especial and unusual emo- 
tional quality lo ihr occasions which they have been unable 
lo explain but which were terrilically tarring when they occurred.

And Rudy anil Miss Dressier are now the closest of friends.

Madge Kennedy and Olio Kruger were brought to (lie 
mike together in a scene from Noel Cowards "Private Lives," 
and Rudy is of the opinion thai lhi< was one of Ihe best dra- 
matic episodes it has been his fortune to present Even Ihe 
Connecticut Yankees were amused by the Coward witticisms — 
and that after all, is something of a rest. 

/")|"\IIEN Willie and Eugene Howard ventured before the 
/II microphone with Rudy ihere was renewed an old ac- 
quaintance. Tor Rudy was co-starred with tin Howards 
in George White's last "Scandals." And Rudy insists ihat the 
Howards did wonders to help him along in his first revue 
capering. I he Howards made the evening into a sort of old 
home week. 

Of course, on the evening that Helen Morgan was one of 
his stars Rudy had to remember to place a piano right next to 
the mike. He was sure Helen would sing at her best if she 
could crawl on the top of a baby grand, even as she does in 
her stage appearances. Naturally, that's just what Miss Morgan 
did, and therefore her "■bill" was of the most natural of 
naturals. 

\\ hen IVggv W ood and Ceorge Melaxa apprari-d f..ir him, 
Rudy was really touched by the beauty of the scene they did 
from ''Bittersweet." After ihe rehearsal, he came rushing over 
lo them 10 lell them thai never had il been his privilege to 
broadcast anything more beautiful. And he added that he 
seldom threw bouquets and he wished ihev would take that as 
his true opinion. It did wonders to make Miss Wood and Mr. 
Mi .-laxa happy about their first joint air veniure. 

Rudy says that the evening Tenore L'lric did a scene from 
"1 ulu Belle" for him was one of the most amusing, thai W alter 
O'Keefe's and Victor Moore's evenings were two of the funniest 
and that when Fannie Brice and Fred Astaire ventured his way 
he heard two really experl performers. 

It was Rudy's idea to have Madame Schnmann-Heink sing 
"Silent Night" on last Christmas live. And Rudy says that was 
one evening when the seniimem of it all nearly overcame 
him too. 

But Rudy has been instrumental in doing real material 
good for several performers. For instance, it was at Rudy's 
invitation that the English Greta Keller was first heard over 
the air in this country. Now Miss Keller and Ross and Sargent 



are eminent radio names on 
iheir own, And the same is 
true of Gerlrude Nicssen. 
Kale Smith and Burns and 
Allen, radio hcadliners if there 
ever were any, were heard lor 
Ihe first time on a network 
thanks to Rudy's Varieties. 
And Rudy brought Fddie 
Canior to the air over a net- 
work for the second time. 
What's more, Rudy was tlw 
first to broadcast a scene 
from such a playwright as 
Fugene O'Neill, including an 
episode from "The Fniperor Jones" on one of his programs. 

It wa- Rudy «b.» induced Walter Hampden to bring seven 
minifies of his famed "Cvrano dc Bergerac" performance to 
the air. Rudy and Mr. Hampden rehearsed six hours for Ihat 
seven-minute broadcast- This, ihey contend, is a record of 
some kind. Not that each and every program does not go 
through its labored and careful rehearsals, else how would ihe 
Varieties go of) with the ease ihey do? Usually two full after- 
noons a week arc spent rehearsing each hour's offering. And 
during these rehearsals, ihey are experimented with, cut or 
lengthened, fogged or subdued, according to the showmanship 
instincts iff Vallee. ihe connoisseur of ether values. 

Lou Holt; is ihr comedian who seems lo have met with 
greatest success in V allee Varieties; Tor Lou is the only come- 
dian who has been asked to the vallee Hour twice. "The Con- 
^«e5ciTr J r-T.-i.' ' think he's a riot and wish ihat he'd be booked 
for even a third appearance. 

No one has told me so, but I have an idea thai there was 
just a little nervousness caused by Rudy's asking Mae West 
into one of his air shows. Radio remains more or less a timid 
soul. And timidity and Mae West just do not mix. But the 
husky voiced siren of "the. gay 'Hi's" appeared, and the fans and 
the sponsors alike were keen about hearing her voice. And 
with a strong hold on her checking system. Miss West made a 
success of her ether venture. 

Oueenie Smith is another of the ladies of the stage who 
was brought to the air for the first time, thanks to Rudy's in- 
dustry. Miss Smith was excited aboul it all the night she went 
on. saying she had that same insidious pounding in the tummy 
as she has on opening nights on Broadway.

Among the various play episodes which have come to 
Vallee fans, thanks to Rudy's new type of program, have been 
scenes from "Autumn Crocus" and "Twentieth Century." 
Francis l.ederer and Patricia Collinge attended to Ihe "Autumn 
Crocus" dialog, doing the balcony scene from the C L. Anthony 
play about the smothered love of a young English school 
mistress for the charming young proprietor of an inn in the 
Alps foothills. Rudy believes it is one of the sweetest anil most 
poignant scenes ever to have been broadcast. And Ihe fans 
were all excited, lor isn't Mr. Ledcrer Ihe new matinee idkil 
of the land?

It is one 
of the most amusing scenes of 
Ihe current theatrical season— 
and Miss Leontovich's voice was 
found to have a peculiar and 
exceptionally ingratiating char- 
acter over the air.

If he too were 
present in the Miiilm and were in 
on all that was going on, he pro- 
bably would applaud with Ihe rest 
of Ihe crowd. 

At home, however, he is king, 
lie rules his home: twists the dial 
to suit himself, and has one sweet 
little ego to be nursed by radio 
entertainers. W hen the studio guests 
applaud noisily, he thinks to him- 
self. "So they think that was good, 
do the),- I think it was rolten. 
I'd hiss that guy if I were in the 
studio." 

Me wouldn't if he were in the 
studio, but he does his personal hiss-

In addition to keeping a watch- 
ful eye on the apparatus in the con- 
trol room, the engineer "gains" and 
'rimes'' the program. Perhaps a 
brief outline of what is meant by 
these terms will be interesting. 

Music has a variable volume 
range. Prom the softest passage to 
the heaviest crescendo, its range will 
be more than 100 decibels. A deci- 
bel is the measure of sound power. 
i>n the other hand, a small musical 
unit or a vocalist may only tranv 
nut a narrow volume range of 15 
to W decibels. The present network 
facilities, including lines, arc cap- 
able of passing a limited volume 
range of approximately 35 decibels. 

Individual singers usually have » 
mure or less narrow volume range, 
hut there are always exceptions. 
Bing Crosby is one of these. The 
iiintiol-man has a tough lime wp.h 
him because of his unusual variable 
range tod wide frequency raiiRC. 
On the other hand, Ruth lilting is 
much easier to work with because 
the volume of her tones is more 
even. 

"Mixing" is the control-man's 
third outstanding function. This 
work is essentially concerned with 
proportion and balance, and here 
again, if an engineer should become 
careless for a moment, the results 
ul ihe performance would be wasted. 

Balance for orchestral programs 



is equally important. 1 he pcrcu 
sion instruments must not come 
through so powerfully that ihrv 
blot out tender notes from the 
string section. Guy Lombardo ap- 
preciates this fact as much as anv 
conductor in radio. Before each 
program from our studios, he spends 
at least twenty minutes with ihe 
control-man. They listen to each 
instrument individually and see if 
it is coming through at the proper 
level I hen, various groups and linal 
ly. the entire ensemble. Arnold 
Johnson likes to conduct his re- 
hearsal from the control-room so 
that he can tell exactly what ts 
happening. 

The control-man is not so much 
"the forgotten man" as one would 
be led to think. Morton Downey 
shoots a quick glance through the 
glass window after almost every 
phrase, as if he were inquiring 
"ln-w m I doin''" liulh Piling ap 
preciates what the man at ihr diats 
is doing for her and never leaves 
Ihe studio without first stopping in 
the control booth to say a cheery 
good-night. Portly Kate Smith 
greets her engineer with a friendly 
whack on the back. 

Actually the engineer takes as 
much pride, if not more, in deliver 
ing to the audience a finished and 
perfected performance as do the 
artists themselves.

REVIEWING RADIO 




IT HAPPENED by some mis- 
chance lh.it I got out of bed lite 
oilier morning before ') o'clock 
and. in my bewilderment. I wand- 
ered to the radio anil subconsciously 
turnetl it on. Ihc kindly, mellow 
ami hypnotic voice of Atonsieut 
i'uuy W'om greeted me. 
Mr. Wons Was saying: 
"People tu this country get the 
wrong Motions about Chinese. I 
lun t great respect lor this ancient 
face, and the one thing that I 
ke ttbore all else it their pen- 
.haul lor lapping their \lore of 
am mil uiJoi« jor timely pro- 
t /fix (>;ii here in Ann nut. I 
don't blame the Chinese consul- 
tffti jor protesting about our 
ratlio program*. Ihcry time you 
listen in vim out heeir a crime 
drama n; who b there 11 a Chinese 
xitUun with a duly laugh. (Tony 
Uustratcd the laugh). Always, 
there is shooting and knifing, and 
invariably One Hong l.uug it 
murdered To judge by the pro- 
gram!, a liiteuer in this country 
might well beltne I hat the priii- 
■pal industry of the Chinese 
-ople u banging on huge gongs 
'tb ponderous hammers. No 
program with Oriental phases 
fee ins to satisfy our radio drama- 
tists unless there's a gong." 
For some months now I have 
sensed a strong reaction on the part 
of intelligent listeners to the trend 
of crime material as broadcast. The 
leaciion has been divided, but has 
been of sufficient potency to raise 
an interesting issue 



'TWERE is a distinct evidence of 
mental distortion in the men- 
tality of a dramatist who for serial 
purposes resort* to empowering any 
character with a facility for consist- 
ently evading the forces of justice. 
I his is done, of course, fa lengthen 
out lite adventures, of the detect ivc 
or cop on the criminal's trail, for 
the sake of preserving the life and 
cunning of such a criminal through- 
out an entire series, it becomes 
necessary for an author to endow 
i he mart-hunter in (he story wiih 
an unusual degree of Stupidity. No 
detective, in the middle of a scries 
of such broadcasts, could possibly 
maim, imprison permanently or kill 
a miscreant without relieving the 
plot of its suspense, if any. As the 
average story proceeds, we begin to 
lind ourselves marvtling at the 
crudity of modern detective meth- 
ods, at i he utter imbecility of the 
police as compared to the cleverness 
of the crook. /)<*■! this instill the 
iuiemle mind with respect for the 
Une and its agents, or does it crowd 
his plastic brain with a higher re- 
spect fcr gentlemen who ignore, 
evade or defy the laws of society: 
If the latter is true, is il not pos- 
sible the impressionistic seed planted 
mentally will germinate into an 
imitative complex? 

Many radio addicts answer this 
by saying: "Don't let the kids 
listen. Put 'em to bed. .Make 'em 
study lessons." 

It is easy to understand that 
people who advocate this prescrip- 



tion don't have kids and know 
nothing ihrni. There is no deny- 
ing the fascination of a crime story, 
v* 

J\ THIS connection, it is pleasur- 
able tO confirm the reports that 
you \e been reading. The Mysteries 
of Tarn, which employed a char- 
acter known as "Ihc Octopus." are 
giving way very shortly to a revival 
of the old miiMC.d hall hour by the 

sponsor. "The Octopus," a mad- 
man but sm.uier. even in his afflic- 
tion, than the silly sleuth. Mont-

job and one that proved interesting 
to music lovers. 

David Ross, despite his micro- 
phone experience, was visibly nerv- 
ous. Utile David had just won the 
Gold Medal for perfect diction 
among announcers, and knowing 
people would be attentive to every 
I word uttered by him, he trembled. 

Not all my interviews are from 
the studio. I went to the open-air 
Pavilion Royal in Long Island to 
question Guy l.ombardo two sum- 
mers ago 1 here, while waiters were 
heaving dishes on ihe tables about 
us- and airplanes roared overhead, 
we chatted on. We clocked Carmen 
Lombardo's long note in the "St. 
Louis Blues." He blew for fifty -live 
seconds in a single breath. 

Of course, informal programs of 
this kind are not without ihcir em- 
barassing moments— and we've had 
more than our share. In the midst 
of the Jack Denny interview, in 
which we wire aided by script, we 
found a cerlain page was missing 
There was nothing we could do 
about it but just talk on at random. 

I was interviewing George Hall, 
popular music-maker, at the Motel 
I alt, for ten minutes before we 
discovered we weren't on the air. 
I he Democratic Convention had 
run overtime. Just the reverse hap- 
pened during my interview with 
iridic I i.i. tun at the fashionable 
Central Park Casino. We were fool- 
ing around Ihe piano when, the 
engineer signalled we were on the 
air According to his watch, we 
had eight minnles before air Itme. 
The watch was ten minutes slow. 

Ann Leaf proved she could sing 
as well as play the organ. When 
we interviewed her from the organ 
studios at the Paramount Building, 
the announcer failed to m-skc his 
appearance I then fud to do my 
own announcing. 



Gus Van brought with him the 
young . laughter of the late Joe 
Schruk. his vaudeville partner for 
more than twenty years. I could see 
faint traces of lears on her checks 
as Gus lold of his career with her 
lather. Later in the program he 
asked her to sing and she did — very 
nicely. 

Howard Barlow told of his ro- 
mance wiih his wife, the former Ann 
\\ insttifl of the dramatic stage. Sev- 
eral days later Mrs. Barlow received 
a letter from Kansas City. It was 
from a dear school chum who. not 
knowing her married name, had 
lost track of her in Ihc ensuing 
yean Ihe woman had hcatd the 
interview anil thus was able to com- 
municate with Mrs. Barlow. Several 
months later l hp old school friends 
were reunited when Ihc former visit- 
ed Manhaiian 

I interviewed Isllain Jones from 
ihe Ambassador Motel in Atlantic 
City, and during the course of the 
questioning I found that he was 
once a coal miner, and that he was 
the composer of the famous "We're 
in ihe Army Now." 

l ast week, the possessor ol the 
most rapid-fire descriptive vocabu- 
lary on Ihe radio. Ted Musing, was 
our viciim. He is more at ease be- 
fore a microphone than any other 
broadcaster I have met. It's un- 
canny tlte way in which he handles 
his words— I marvel at it, 

And so it goev every week an- 
other artisl— each with a different 
storv to tell.
